DOGMAS AND CREEDS 

The recent interchurch movement, which start- 
ed out with a big sounding of. trumpets and the 
raising of large sums for advertising and drive 
purposes, seems to have shrunk in the wash, as it 
‘were, and in fact as it is. We don’t hear anything | 
more about it, and the last report was that it had 
spent all its money, and more, too, and failed 
flatly. Probably it was too big a job and covered 
too much territory, but the chances are its failure 
was due to each demonination wanting the other 
denomination to give ground instead of itself. 
There were millions of people who thought the 
idea of the big church would be a good thing, as 
all were supposedly head'ng in the same direction, 
anyhow, ‘but the preachers, priests and church 
rulers could not agree upon a plan, each refusing 
to give up certain fundamental and basic pérvions 
of their creed. In other words, it is just as im- 
possible to amalgamate the different  religlous 
creeds in the world as it would be to me}t all 
the political parties into one. It never has been 
‘done; it was not done this time, and it never will 
be done. 

The bulk of the people—we the miserable sin- 
neéers—were probably ripe for an -eabalgamation of 
creeds. It is a noticeable fact that the less atten- 
tion a minister pays to creeds, the less dogmatism 
he indulges in, the more popular he becomes with 
the masses of the people, but the majority of them 
stick to their dogmas tenacitly, as a matter of 
principle and rght, and we do not know as we 
blame them. They are all good and the Lord ain't 
playing any favorites. 

In the meantime the heathen is trying as hard 
to convert us as we are to convert him. Accord- 
ing to the U. S. religious census there are now 
twelve Buddhist temples in this country, with 34 
priests and 5,639 members. Colorado has one 
temple, with 911 members, and California has the 
rest. At any rate it is up to We sinners to behave 
ourselves as best we can and chip into the contri- 
bution box as we can afford. 


The proposition now before congress to arbi- 
trarily suspend immigration of every kind for 2 
period of years is not at all what is needed by 
this country. There is plenty of room here for 
millions more people, if they are good people, who 
will work and become loyal Americans, but not 
room for anarchists, “Reds,” criminals or the lazy 
louts who are afraid of work. What is needed is 
a strict inspect:‘on of immigration and a weeding 
out of undesirables, and not the building of a 
Chinese wall around the country to keep everybody 
out and the rest of us in.
